It Lasted Two Hours and Ameri- 
icans Thriii Rushed the Trenches 
"Without Eeiscance. 



The Spanish Defenders Were Far 
Outnumbered by Foe Better 
Equipped. 



Americans Said to Have Lost Sev 
erely Through Fault in 
Entrenchments. 



Berlin, Aug. 10. — According to a de- 
spatch from Hongkong the Americans 
about noon on August 7 addressed to 
the Spanish commander at Manila an 
ultimatum demanding the .surrender of 
the eity and the Spanish forces within 48 
hours. During the interval of grace 
the German warships embarked German 
subjects and others under German pro- 
tection. The demand for surrender was 
repented on tlio afternoon of August 0, 
but the Spaniards requested a delay to 
enable them to obtain instructions from 
Madrid by way of Hongkong. The re- 
quest was refused. The despatch con- 
tinues: 

A bombardment of the lines and outer 
butteries by the American warships was 
begun at 10 o'clock on August 18. The 
Spanish -were soon forced to evacuate 
their outer position nt Manila and the 
Americans advanced on land, arriving 
soon after noon, but the town was then 
surrendered. Manila itself despite the 
heavy firing remained completely un- 
harmed. 

Hongkong, Aug. 10.— Admiral Dewey 
gave General Augustln an hour in which 
to surrender, at the time of the last de- 
mand, made on Sunday. General Aug- 
ustin refused to comply. The bombard- 
ment, which began at 0:30 a.m., was 
continued for two hours and then the 
Americans stormed the trenches, sweep- 
ing ail before them. Those within the 
walls attempted no resistance. The first 
Colorado Volunteers stormed the tren- 
ches and drove the Spaniards into the 
second line of defence. Then the Ameri- 
can troops swept on. driving till the 
Spaniards into the inner fortifications, 
when the Spanish commander, seeing 
that further resistance was useless, 
hoisted the white ling and surrendered. 
The losses, American or Spanish, are 
not yet known. 

The Spaniards in the trendies probably 
numbered 15,000 men, the American at- 
tacking force numbered 10,000 and the 
Americans were better armed, better 
trained and in better condition. 

The foreign fleet watched the bombard- 
ment with acute interest. The Amer- 
ican warships engaged were the Olympin, 
Petrel, Raleigh, McCullough, Boston,

The Spaniards assert that the lire of 
the Americans for the most part fell 
short, the only effective tiring- being 
from n small gunboat armed with quick 
firing guns that was elose in shore. It 
is aiso asserted by Spaniards that "the 
Americans lost severely in the storming 
owing to the faulty construction of their 
entrenchments, which the Spaniards 
could command from the heights and 
upon which they poured a galling lire." 

The Sponish trenches extended around 
Manila at a distance of from two to four 
miles from the walled city, forming a 
circle ten miles in circumference and 
it was impossible, the Spanish say, to 
hold such a long line against the Ameri- 
cans. 

Admiral Dewey and Gen. Merritt hud 
issued orders to spare all except armed 
defenders of the city and consequently 
the town suffered but little damage. 
Some street lights between insurgents 
and Spaniards occurred in the outskirts, 
but order prevailed in the other sections. 
The American version of the battle is 
not yet obtainable. 

Gen. Augustin, the former cnptnln- 
geuerul of the Philippines, starts for 
Madrid to-morrow by the German mail 
steamer. 



CUBANS NOT PRIVILEGED, 

Order To Be Maintained Throughout 
Their Island and Private Ven- 
geance Not Allowed. 

■Washington, Aug. 10.— The war de- 
partment late this afternoon posted the 
following in reply to Major-General Law- 
ton's request for instructions as to the 
policy to be observed toward the Cubans 
that are within liis military department. 

Commander General's department of 
Santiago de Cuba. Keplying to your 
message, the President desires that you 
be informed that the United States is 
responsiie for peace and must maintain 
order in the territory surrendered and 
must protect all persons unci their pro- 
perty within said jurisdiction. Interfer- 
ence from any quarter will not be per- 
mitted. The Cuba n insurgents should 
be treated justly and liberally, but they 
as well as others must recognize the mili- 
tary occupation and authority of the 
United States and the cessation of hos- 
tilities proclaimed by this government. 
You should see the insurgent leaders 
and so advise them. By order of the 
secretary of war.( Signed) 11. U. Corbin, 
Adjutant. General. 

The war department did not publish 
the despatch from General Lawton re- 
lative to the Cubans in Santiago but the 
order which Lawton reports that the 
Cubans are encamped about the city and 
do not feel disposed to accept the con- 
ditions imposed by the armistice and 
some troubles have occurred. Secretary 
Alger in speaking of the matter said it 
might as well be fully understood that 
the United States would control the sur- 
rendered territory and it would manage 
the affairs of that territory. Those who 
remained within the jurisdiction will 
have to obey the laws and ollicers of the 
United States, as General Lawton has 
been informed. 



MOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 

Customs Collections on Klondike Sup- 
plies— An Electric Railway Com- 
pany's Employees. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Aug. 10'. — The customs de- 
partment bus collected nearly 8250.000 in 
dues on Klondike miners' supplies at 
Chilkoot and While passes during the 
fiscal year ending .Tune 30. 

1). M. Ronnie, Canadian agent of the 
Argentine republic, states that the wheat 
crop of that country last year was 63,- 
000,000 bushels, of which only 24,000,- 
(100 bushels were shipped, the remainder 
being held until the price improves in 
Europe. The crop averaged 15 bushels 
to the acre. 

The Electric Railway company is nt 
loggerheads with its employees and there 
are prospects of the men going out on 
strike. They want 15 cents an hour 
and a nine hour day. The company offers 
14 2-7 cents and asks the men to dis- 
band their union.

The North West legislature was for- 
mally opened at Regina yesterday by 
Lteut.-( Sovernor Cameron. 

A meiding of the transcontinental 
freight association will be held at Den- 
ver on the 23rd inst., for the purpose of 
discussing freight mutters. The C.P.R. 
will be represented by It. Ker, truffle 
manager at Winnipeg. The freight dif- 
ferential of 10 per cent, enjoined by the 
C.P.R. on transcontinental business is 
one of the subjects to be discussed. 

Lord Mayor Duvios of London was 
asked by Mayor Shaw of Toronto to 
open the industrial exhibition there, but 
cabled that he was compelled to decline 
owing to the postponement, of his visit 
because of the Mayoress being ill. 

A Rat Portage despatch says the mill 
strikers there forcibly compelled the mill 
at Norman to Buspend work yesterday.

THE CONQUERED ISLANDS. J 

Washington Busy in Preparations for 
Administering Affairs There. 

Washington, Aug. 16.— At the outset 
the military authorities will be in charge 
of all administrative affairs in Cuba, 
Porto Rico and other acquired posses- 
sions. 

Already steps have been taken to re- 
store mail communication between this 
country and Cuba, but the plans now 
under consideration are likely to take in 
the question of handling mail inside of 
Cuba, Porto Rico and other points. A 
mail steamer will leave New York to- 
morrow carrying the first lot of mail for 
Cuba which has left New York since the 
war began. • 

After the conference held this after- 
noon, M. Thiebaud, of the French em- 
bassy, culled and was made acquainted 
with the general plans of this govern- 
ment in restoring a stable administra- 
tion throughout the Spanish West In- 
dies. The French ambassador has also 
been advised by the state department 
of its selection for the military commis- 
sion to meet at Havana and San Juan. 
The names of the commissioners has 
been awaited at Madrid us it is the 
purpose to appoint Spanish commission- 
ers of the same rank us those named by 
the United States. 

During the day the government begun 
un effort through diplomatic channels to 
re-establish cable communication with 
Manila. It was believed by officials to- 
night that the efforts would prove suc- 
cessful, although some days may elapse 
before the .diplomatic representations 
have borne fruit. The cable out oC 
Manila is under the control of a British 
company. The line is understood to be 
cut near Manila, but Admiral Dewey 
lias buoyed the several ends so that u 
connection can lie restored if the com- 
pany will permit the line to be operated. 
Pending the renewal of the cable route 
the authorities here remain without di- 
rect advices ot the reported bombard- 
ment and surrender of Manila last Sat- 
urday. The fact that the city has pass- 
ed into American hands is accepted as. 
practically certain by the authorities, 
here, although there is nothing from. 
Admiral Dewey or Ccn. Merritt.

"No consistent story of the fight has 
arrived, but it appears that on Saturday 
morning the Spaniards refused to sur- 
render. At ten o'clock Admiral Dewey 
took the squadron over from Cavite 
the front of the city. At the same time 
the American troops advanced to attack 
the Spanish trenches at Malate. A fierce 
struggle ensued, lasting over two hours. 
The shins reduced the forts while the 
troops carried the trenches and forced 
the Spaniards back into the walled city 
where the Spaniards surrendered. 

"Governor General Augustin and hi 
family by pre-arrangement were taken 
on hoard the German cruiser, which 
steamed for Hongkong. It is supposed 
that the land forces on both sides s 
fered heavily. A steamer from Manila 
is expected iiere to-morrow. - ' 

Hongkong, Aug It!.— Consul General 
"Wildmau to-day received a report from 
Admiral Dewey saying it was intended 
after the capture of Manila to despatch 
the cruisers on August 14 to Jlilo and 
Cebu to accept the surrender of these 
ports, and also to send cruisers to Port 
Royal to capture the Spanish gunboat 
there. Another ship was detailed to cap- 
ture the Spanish steamers plying be- 
tween Labaun and Iloilo. Four Spanish 
gunboats at Rateen were also to be cap 
tured. Consul Wildmau credits the re- 
ports and says that should the vessels 
have left before the arrival at Manila 
of the British steamer Australia, which 
was chartered to carry the news of the 
signing of the protocol and the cessation 
of hostilities to that place, it will be an 
impossibility to recall the vessels in three 
weeks. 



BRITAIN AND RUSSIA. 

Settling Their Differences as to China 
While the British Make Bold 
Seizure in Arabia. 

London, Aug. 17.— Tho Daily Graphic- 
says it understands that an exchange of 
views is occurring between the govern- 
ments of Great Britain and Russia and 
that negotiations started on Friday last 
are proceeding in a eoncilatory spirit on 
both sides. Russia declares that she has 
no interest financially or otherwise in 
the Pekiu-Hnnkow railway nor any de- 
sire to acquire it. 

Berlin, Aug. 10.— The papers comment 
upon a despatch from Aden published in 
St. Petersburg declaring that England 
has assumed a protectorate over South 
Arabia from Bab-el-Mandeb strait to 
the Gulf of Oman. The St. Petersburg 
Herald describes tho importance of the 
acquisition, which is equal in extent to 
the whole of France and comprises a 
line of fortifications which may in the 
future dominate the road to India and 
assist in dominating the Persian gulf 
and Persian trade. 



RELEASING iVOLUNTEERS. 

All the Cavalry and Artillery Now in 
United States to be Released. 

Washington, Aug. 1(!.— Tho war de- 
partment began the work of mustering 
out the volunteers which will not be 
needed in the service. The order was 
prepared, but was not issued as it was 
deemed better to await news from Man- 
ila before disbanding any of the troops, 
it Ih expected that all the cavalry and 
artu'^l'i' of tlin volunteer force now in 
the UnitOd Whites will bo mustered out.

OUTRAGES BY SPANIARDS. 

Ninety Natives in Porto Rico Beheaded 
for Raising American Flag. 

Ponce, Porto Rico. Aug. 15.— White 
flags flutter at the Spanish and Ameri- 
can outposts and all is quiet. 

The first, report of outrages by the 
Spaniards within their lines was brought 
to the headquarters of Gen. Wilson to- 
day by a priest, who headed a deputa- 
tion from Ciales. The inhabitants of 
the place raised an American flag after 
tho Spanish troops had left. The troops 
returned, tore down the flag and mache- 
ted 90 of the inhabitants. The priest 
appealed to the Americans for protec- 
tion, but the latter are powerless to in- 
terfere in tho.present circumstances, even 
though it reign of terror be inaugurated.

The Spokane Spokesman-Review gives 
the inside facts about the sale of the 
Spokane Falls & Northern road, and how 
the property came to pass to the Great 
Northern as follows: 

The information has not before been 
published, either east or west. It comes 
as a confidential letter from a gentleman 
in New York, who has a national repu- 
tation, and who never writes or talks 
about matters on which he is not thor- 
oughly informed. "I do not care to have 
my name known in connection with the 
article," he writes, "but the information 
is perfectly authentic," 

The story uncovers one of the most in- 
teresting episodes in the history of the 
New York stock exchange. It discloses 
an amusing blunder which set President 
Hill and .1. Pierpont Morgan "bucking" 
each other for the control of the Spokane 
line, and from which D. C. Corbin has 
profited immensely. The letter follows 

New York, Aug. 10, 1S!)S.— To the Edi- 
tor of tlte Spokesman-Review: Tin' peo- 
ple of Spokane will be interested in aa 
account of the way tin? Spokane and 
Northern railroad came to pass into tin 
hands of Mr. ,T. J. Hill, and I am in a 
position to tell the true story. 

Some time ago the Chemical National 
Bank of New York began buying in tin 
stock of the Spokane & Northern, and 
this operation coming to the knowledge 
of President Mellon of the Northern Pa- 
cific he concluded that the real purchaser 
was the Canadian Pacific. 

Just before this Mr. Hill proposed to 
Mr. Mellon that the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific should buy the Corbin 
road jointly, and operate it for their joint 
account, but Mr. Mellen did not like the 
idea of owning the property in partner- 
ship with Mr. Hill, and declined to 
into the deal. 

The buying of the stock by the Chemi- 
cal National was brought to tho notice 
of J. Pierpont Morgan, and he also 
was disposed to think it a Canadian Pa- 
cific move, and determined to checkmate 
it. Ho did not want to have another in- 
vasion of Northern Pacific territory by 
the big subsidized Canadian corporation. 
So he gave orders that his own house 
should buy all the Spokane & Northern 
stock offered on the market. Morgan's 
purchases soon exceeded those of the 
Chemical, and had amounted to a con- 
trolling interest, when it was discovered 
that the real buyer behind the Chemical 
was not the Canadian Pacific, but Mr. .T. 
J. Hill. Hill made loud complaint when 
he discovered that he bad been playing 
against his powerful friend Morgan. 

At about the same time reports came 
in from two prominent Northern Pacific 
officials who bad been sent out to in- 
spect the Corbin road, and they threw 
cold water on it as a traffic proposition. 
They did not think the melon was a 
juicy- one. Mr. Morgan concluded that 
lie did not want the road for the North- 
ern Paeilic and wired Mr. Hill in St. 
Paul that he could have it for just what 
it had cost .T. P. Morgan & Co. Hill 
promptly replied that he would take it 
and in a few days the transfer of stock 
was made and the deal completed. And 
this is how the Spokane & Northern be- 
comes a branch of the Great Northern 
instead of the Northern Pacific.

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Short wars, very bitter und savage 
while they lasted, but soon over, have 
been the rule ot modern times. The 
modern spirit will not brook delay in 
.anything, least of all in military opera- 
tions, When the present war broke out 
the entire nation was clamorous for the 
immediate invasion of Cuba; thousands 
fully expected that the Stars and Stripes 
would heraised over the Havana Mono 
within a week, and were disappointed 
that this result was not achieved, Dis- 
regurding the fact that this country was 
utterly unprepared for war, people ex- 
pected impossibilities. The government 
was compelled io create and equip an 
army, and, to do the administration jus- 
tice, the work has been done with won- 
derful celerity; but the fact that it was 
not instantly accomplished was to many 
a cause of annoyance and complaint. 
Yet in three months two Spanish Heels 
have been destroyed, the victorious Am- 
erican arms have been carried into the 
two Spanish possessions in the West 
Indies and a formidable force has been 
sent half round the world to light for 
freedom on the Asiatic islands. Spain 
lias had enough, and if the war does not 
rpecdily end it will constitute ;i re- 
markable exception to the wars of our 
age. 

The only other exception to the rule 
prevalent in this country have been civil 
conflicts waged among the people of the 
came country. A civil war differs in 
many important respects from a. con- 
flict between independent states. It is 
• characterized by greater bitterness and, 
leing carried on by the people rather 
than by the armies, rages in every coun- 
try town and neighborhood and is pro- 
tracted by the personal animosities of the 
people themselves. Our civil war lasted 
four years, the last insurrection in Cuba 
continued ten years; the last Carlist war 
in Spain was carried on for a period of, 
lour years, a previous insurrection 
among the Basques continued from LS30 
1o lSiO, while the civil strife in the same 
region, following the paeilication else- 
where after the downfall < 
continued seven years, 
longest wars of this century; the remain- 
der were seldom protracted beyond the 
second campaign. 

The war between China and Japan 
lasted less than a year, for the signal 
success of the Japanese on sea and land 
resulted in the complete collapse of the 
■Chinese military system, and overtures 
of peace were made as soon as the fact 
was clearly apprehended in Pekin. The 
next serious coullict before that was the 
war between Turkey and Russia, which 

began early in the spring of 1S77 and 

lasted through the summer. Military | the 
.•operations were suspended during the 
winter, and in the following spring peace 
was concluded before the season for 
campaigning began. The passage of the 
Danube, the heroic defence of Plevna, 
the bloody struggles for the Shipkil 
pufses, the naval operations on the Black 
sea. the seiges of Bntoum and Kars, the 
Bulgarian massacres, the complete de- 
feat and dispersion of the army of Sul- 
eiman Pasha, the interference of tin' 
British government, the passage of the 
Dardanelles by the ironclads, till were 
crowded into a period of less than a 
•jn nr. 

The tremendous war between France 
and Prussia lasted only one year. War 
was declared in midsummer, and before 
the following spring the coullict was 
over. Gravelotto and Sedan, the sieges 
of Metz and Paris, the occupation of 
all Northern ami Central France by the 
German hosts, the horrors of the Com- 
mune and the suppression of the in- 
surrection by the troops of the line in 
the streets of Paris crowded upon each 
other like the incidents of a melodrama, 
• and before the astonished world fully 
realized the actual state of the ease 
Fiance was prostrate and united Ger- 
many, consolidated into an empire, was 
the leading state of Central Europe. 

The war of 18CG between Austria and 
Piussia is known in history as the Seven 
Weeks' "War. War was proclaimed Jnne 
IS, the battle of Koeniggratz followed in 
n few days, and the decisive overthrow 
■ of the Austrian arms at that memorable 
Held led the government at Vienna to 
ask for peace at once. The petition 
was granted, and on August; 'Z\ the 
treaty was concluded by which peaceful 
relations were resumed. The Sehleswig- 
Holstein war lasted but a few days, till 
the active campaigning being over in a 
Meek, but then this conflict was not real- 
ly a war at all, for the helplessness of 
Denmark against the two powerful rob- 
bers which despoiled her territory led 
the government of Denmark to conserve 
the lives of its men, and only a show of 
resistance was made. 

The war which freed Northern Italy 
Iiom the domination of the Austrians 
and made the peninsular kingdom a pos- 
sibility was waged between May 12 and 
July 12, sixty days covering not only 
thep reliminary operations of the war, 
but also the negotiation of peace. All 
the actual campaigning was done in three 
weeks. Magenta being fought on June 

4, and the battle of Solferino on June 
'24. The latter virtually concluded the 
war by satisfying the Austrians that 
there was no hope of ultimate success. 

The last war between England and 
Russia, commonly known as the Cri- 
mean war, lasted about two years, be- 
ing declared mi March 28, 1854, and 
peace being proclaimed March 30, 185fl. 
'The Crimean war originated in a dis- 
pute between France, Russia and Tur- 
key as to the guardianship of the Church 
of' the Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem, 
Russia claimed the honor of controlling 
Die holy places in virtue of the fact 
that they were nominally under the rub' 
of Creek ecclesiastics, while the Sultan, 
as lord of the land, declared that the 
shrines of the Holy City were his own 
peculiar property. War between Rus- 
sia and Turkey began, and was contin- 
ued for a considerable time before the 
■other powers of Europe participated in 
the struggle, but when the purpose of 
Russia to lav violent hands on as much 
of Asia Minor as could be appropriated 
became evident England and France in- 
terfered, and Victor Emmanuel, then 
King of Sardinia, sent a small contin- 
gent of troops to give his country a posi- 
tion among the European states. The 
allied forces, English, Sardinian and 
Turkish, landed in Eupatorin, in the 
Crimea, on September 14, 185(4; the bat- 
tle of the Alma was fought and the 
heights above the stream were carried 
by a desperate assault; the advance 
to Balriklava followed immediately, and 
on September 20, six days after the 
crossing of the Alma, the Russians were 
driven from thoir intrenchtnents, and the 
allies moved on toward Sebastopol. The 
investment began on October 17, 1854, 
and tin" siege continued until September 

5, 1855, when a general assault was 
made, portions of the Russian line were 
taken, ami that night the Russian army 
evacuated the city, the allies marching 
in on the following day. The siege was 
thus one of the longest of the century, 
lasting almost a year, its results were 
accepted by (he Czar as conclusive and 
negotiations for peace at once began, 

The war between this country and 
Mexico lasted during two years, but 
there was really hut one campaign, that 
made by Scott through the territory of 
Mexico, and resulting in the occupation 
of the capital. The war between the 




SHORT WARS. iTcxuns and Mexicans had been going on 

for several years prior to participation 
by the United States, but, being of the 
nature of a civil wur, or, rather, of a 
rebellion against an organized govern- 
ment, does not como into the category 
of a war between independent states. 

The wars resulting front the French 
revolution lasted, with short intervals of 
pence, from 17,S!> and 1S15, but, though 
the whole period was virtually one pro- 
tracted struggle, the individual wars of 
this time were short. Napoleon had the 
faculty of being able to overcome bis 
enemy in a single campaign, and rarely 
were two necessary to accomplish his 
purpose. Napoleon's campaign iu Italy 
in 17'.)b was enough for Austria, and a 
treaty followed. The battle of Marengo 
in 1S0U decided the fate of all North 
Italy, and was followed by peace; the 
campaign of Austrulitz resulted in the 
complete overthrow of the Austrian mili- 
tary power in 1SU5, and the Austro-llun- 
gariau Emperor was glad to make terms 
w ilb the conqueror. Prussia was pros, 
t rated in a single campaign, which ended 
with the triumph of Jena in 180G. Na 
poleon subdued Spain in one summer 
though the French did not count upon 
the guerilla warfare immediately Inaug- 
urated by the Spanish chiefs against the 
invaders, which ultimately brought as- 
sistance from England, and was one 
of the contributing causes of the down- 
fall of the great Emperor. i 

The Russian arms could not resist the 
advance of Napoleon and the over- 
whelming defeat of Borodino, in 1S12. 
gave him possession of the ancient capi- 
j tal of the Czars, The Emperor, how- 
ever, could not overcome the elements. 
As Victor Hugo says, "Napoleon was 
| conquered by God." He was not pre- 
' pared for the terrible Russian winter, 
and the Arctic winds, snow and sleet 
I accomplished what the arias of man had 
I never been able to effect. The fall of 
the great Corsiean was as swift as his 
j rise to power. One campaign, ending at 
I Eeipsie, sent htm to Elba; from Elba he 
returned and with an expedition that 
j seemed almost supernatural, prepared to 
Napoleon. | take the lield. The second empire lasted 
These at e the j but 1UU days, yet in this time were com- 
prised the march from Paris into Bel- 
gium, and the mighty struggle at Water- 
loo. 

The shortness of the wars of recent 
times is not by any means accidental, 
but attributable entirely to the condi- 
tions which now prevail. In former cen- 
turies war was carried on by Kings and 
noblemen through personal motives, to 
gain private ends or gratify individual 
piques, often petty slights or affronts, 
such as are now regarded as unimport- 
ant. Mounrehs and noblemen are now 
mints instead of the masters of 
their people and the restraints thrown 
about them by legislative- bodies are 
such its often to forbid their personal am- 
bitions or animosities from involving a 
uaton in war. 

War was formerly waged by all tin- 
men of a nation. Every man was u sol- 
dier, hut all soldiers did not serve at 
once, ami white some wore engaged in 
the war, others remained al home to 
cultivate their lands und support the 
rest. Then armies in the field, in the 
most literal sense of the expression, liv- 
ed upon the country, the soldiers paying 
little regard to the rights of property, 
and appropriating without even the 
promise of payment everything (hat 
ini-'lil be needed for the use of the army. 
Now war is waged by regular or vol- 
unteer ti ps, forming, save in the case 

of om- or two powers, only a small part 
of the nation. The expense of putting 
an army in the field and maintaining 
it there is enormous and of itself so ser- 
ious an item as to cause rulers to think 
twice ere committing their people to 
active hostilities. At the close of a 
war it is now the general practice to 
compel the vanquished to bear the en

Civilization is thus approaching a 
point where war will not he tolerated 
at all when by tiny possibility it t-nii 
be avoided, and whore all nations af- 
fected by a quarrel between two will 
join hands to induce the belligerents to 
cense their strife at the earliest possible 
moment. International arbitration is 
yet it dream of tho enthusiast, hut the 
disastrous effects of war upon the busi- 
ness of neutrals aro such that after a 
decisive engagement, or nt must a cam- 
paign, other nations whose interests are 
suffering will tender thoir good offices 
to the belligerents to briug about a re- 
turn to ponce. So long as present con- 
ditions continue, therefore, wars will 
probably he short. As long ns human na- 
ture remains what it always has boon 
there will lie strife; ns long as the lust 
for conquest, the desire for revenge anil 
tho hive ol" glory endure in the world 
there will be wars und rumors of wars, 
but in tho interest of civilization the con- 
trolling states of the world will do what 
they Clin to limit the length of an armed 
struggle between two ami restrict it to 
tho narrowest possible limits. 




the war, ami thus, in addi- 
tion to tin- expenses of equipping, main- 
taining and paying its own forces, the 
vanquished nation is compelled to shoul- 
der the burden of the conquerors, and 
ja knowledge that every penny will bo 
mercilessly exacted ill case of defeat nets 
las a deterrent upon governments that 
I might be ready to rush into .wur. 

War is no longer carried on as it once 
was. purely lor the love of lighting. In 
I earlier nines war was the principal husi- 
I tiess of mail, and lighting his choicest 
! amusement. The German nobles of BOO 
years ago were always lighting, seizing 
'upon the slightest occasion of coatro- 
vorsv to war upon their neighbors. The 
Italian republics were quite as warlike, 
while in France and Spain the power ,,f 
the aristocrats was mainly military, and 
so lightly did the royal authority rest 
upon the higher classes that the lords ot 
cities and country castles seldom took 
tho trouble to refer thoir disputes to the 
crown, but settled them for themselves, 
so that, all Europe was practically in a 
state of civil war: noblemen and small 
state struggling with each other about 
matters not. in themselves of the slightest 
consequence, and which would now be 
regarded as insufficient cause for a law- 
suit, much loss for a war. 

Under such circumstances, war was 
almost continual, disputes wore handed 
down from father to son. ami thus wara 
were protracted almost indefinitely. 1 lie 
Hundred years' war between bngliuid 
and France was an instance in point. 
1'uilor present conditions it would never 
have been wage.l at all. the differences 
which operated as cause and occasion 
would have been settled by a meeting 
,,f the representatives from the two na- 
tions. As wiih the Hundred \enrn 
War. so with the Thirty Veurs War, 
which, however, the historians may at- 
tempt to eMilt it as a si niggle for relig- 
ious libertv, was brought about qu to 
as much l>v political ami personal as by 
religious considerations, and long before 
il ended Catholic and Protestant states 
were fighting on both sides. 

Such protracted conflicts like the two 
jusl mentioned were not wars at nil 111 
the modem sense, for tin- armies or 
both sides resolved themselves into 
thieving, murdering, plundering bands, 
avoiding decisive engagements and lim- 
iting their operations to sieges of isolated 
ensiles or towns nnd the defeat of small 
hostile detachment*. Cercy, Poitiers, 
Agincourt, almost "very battle of the 
Hundred Years' V.'ar was foilglit be- 
cause the French were in. numbers so 
ovorw helming as to he confident of n 
victory, and tho English army was plac- 
ed in u position where it was impossible 
to continue n retreat; lint the defeats 
suffered by tho French did not stop the 
war, Which dragged its slow length 
along afterwards as before those thrill- 
ing victories. 

The spirit of tho modern ago is one 
of commerce, of buying and selling. It 
is pre-eminently n peaceful spirit, and 
there is no more serious interruption 
to business Interests, nothing is more 
destructvo of business prosperity than 
war. All nations ore now bound to- 
gether by commercial ties of Bitch ui- 
tricaev that a disturbance of the peace- 
ful relations of two states instantly af- 
fects tho general prosperity. War is 
therefore n serious nuisance in the fam- 
ily of nations, depreciated by all, for 
however remote it may be from the 
leading centres of finance and commerce, 
ils injurious effects are felt Sri London, 
in Pnr'tH, In Berlin, in New York, In 
short, wherever there are merchants,

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THE ONLY ISSUE. 

There is one issue and only one now 
licforo the people of British Columbia, 
mid it is whether or not responsible gov- 
ernment shall be intiiiitiuncil intact. 
There will be differences of opinion as to 
the make-up of the new cabinet; there 
will arise .some questions ;is to policy: 
but these and every other consideration 
must be relegated to the rear until it 
has been decided it we have tiny part of 
responsible government left. The action 
of the Lieutenant-Governor raises this 
question in the squurest possible way, 
and the burden of showing that this na- 
tion is in harmony with the institutions 
of tin 1 country rests upon Hon. Mr. 
Semlin and his colleagues. It, is idle to 
pretend that it does not, for all prece- 
dents show that an incoming ministry 
must take the responsibility of the acts 
which led up to the dismissal of its pre- 
decessor. We mean, of course, the acts 
of the crown or its representative. But 
it is not necessary to argue this point, 
for one of the members of Mr. Sonilin's 
cabinet, Hon. Mr. Martin, is already on 
record in a published interview us affirm- 
ing that the Lieutenant-Governor was 
justified in dismissing the Turner min- 
istry. His only objection was to the call- 
ing in of Mr. Heaven, which he thought 
not warranted. Ho has now to take the 
responsibility of that also. The prece- 
dent set by Sir Robert Peel in 1S.'!4 set- 
tles this beyond controversy. That is 
the precedent which lies at the founda- 
tion of responsible government, as it is 
enjoyed in Great Britain and the self- 
governing colonies. Moreover, the then 
opposition press contended day after day, 
between the announcement of the result 
in Cariboo and the date of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor's letter demanding the res- 
ignation of his advisers, that just such 
a course should be taken, and the Colon- 
ist and other supporters in the press of 
the then administration, took, as they 
-will take now, the contrary view, holding 
that the Lieutenant - Governor had no 
right to act at all until he had been ad- 
vised of the reeling of the new legisla- 
ture in the only constitutional way. 
namely, by a vote of the house; unless, 
indeed, the Premier should feel called 
upon to submit himself to his wishes in 
view of the election returns. Thus there 
has been for the last thirty days a square 
issue between the two parties; the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor has soon tit to accept 
the view tending to the enlargement of 
the 'prerogative and restrictive of the 
rights of the people, and Mr. Semlin has 
undertaken to sustain His Honor's pos- 
ition. Thus a square issue is joined 
upon which a battle must be fought out, 

We make the following points: 

A lieutenant-governor has no right to 
form official conclusions as to the result 
of an election from newspaper reports. 

He has no constitutional means, other 
than their advice, or through an address 
■of the house, of determining whether his 
ministers can carry on the affairs of the 
•country. 

"While he may have the right, in the 
wbatract, of dismissing a ministry, lie can 
only do so for reasons which can lie 
stated and justified, and the fact that lie 
personally may not feel full confidence 
in his advisers is not of itself a good 
reason. 

He lias no right to go behind the ac- 
tion of the legislature and dismiss his 

ministers for anything which the legis- 
lature has sanctioned; nor has he nliy 
right lo anticipate what the legislature 

may do. 

The personal predilections or sympath- 
ies of the lieutenant-governor may not 
be taken into consideration at all. 

The lieutenant- governor is bound to 
weeept the advice of his ministers in dir- 
tying out the mandates of the legislature, 
and he is not entitled to be consulted as 
to details of administration. 

We are well aware that ideas contrary 
to the above are accepted by many pe< 
pie in this province. After the elections 
some. asked: What will the Lieutenant- 
(iovernor do'.' We maintained then, a: 
avc maintain now. thai the lieutenant 
governor has no right to do anything us 
Hie, result: of an election. We have main 
tained and shall continue to maintain 
that fl lieutenant-governor is not a factor 
in politics, and that when the people 
have expressed their will he has no right 
to intervene with his will, either to ad- 
vance or defeat; what the people hav< 
tione. We ha ve reached a perilous con- 
dition of things if, in every political 
contest, the action of the Lieutenant- 
Governor must be taken into account, 
In such a case responsible government 
would be a delusion and a snare, and it 
-would be better to adopt the American 
•system at once, and clothe the governor 
during his term of oillee with powers in- 
dependent of legislative control. Then 
the people would be a little careful as to 
whom they selected for the position, and 
would probably insist in having n right 
to choose him. We need hardly sny that 
the people of British Columbia are not 
yet prepared to surrender responsible 
government. 

It is important to point out how great 
ii danger lies in the course which the 
Lieutenant-Governor has taken and the 
late opposition press has supported. Let 
it he remcmbercii that lieutenant-gover- 
nors owe their appointments to the fed 



oral government, and only in the most 
indirect way to the voters of the prov- 
ince for which- they are appointed. Thus 
a federal ministry may be kept in office 
by the votes of one province alone, and 
yet may appoint lieutenant-governors 
in all the other provinces. The right of 
appointment carries with it the right to 
dismissal, and hence? it follows the 
lieutenant-governors may be dismissed, 
not only without the people of the prov- 
inces directly concerned having any- 
thing to do with it, but directly con- 
trary to their wishes, the government 
majority in another province sustaining 
the dismissal. An unscrupulous fed- 
eral ministry might therefore at any 
time call upon a lieutenant-governor to 
dismiss his ministry and in the event of 
his refusal remove him and appoint n 
successor who would do so, and it could 
do this because it had a majority from 
some other province large enough to sup- 
port it in so doing. Thus one province 
might rule all the provinces, a condition 
of things that would be intolerable. 

In view of the above considerations, 
and many others that, will be set forth 
hereafter, we feel that the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia are face to face with the 
most important issue that has arisen since 
confederation. We hope the people will 
rally to the support of their free insti- 
tutions. Personal considerations have 
nothing to do with tin- matter. We ap- 
peal for support in the position we have 
taken, not as a friend of the Turner ad- 
ministration to. its other friends, but as 
an advocate of responsible government 
to all persons, who appreciate the ne- 
cessity of preserving unimpaired the 
rights, which our forefathers in Britain 
gained through a century of struggle 
against sovereigns who claimed the pre- 
rogative to rule as well as to reign. 



THE PllOPOSED WATER BY- 
LAW. 

To-morrow night: the City Council is 
to consider the proposed new water by- 
law. In the interests of consumers and 
the city generally, it is to be hoped that 
the by-law will be passed. The pro- 
posed changes will slightly reduce flic 
cost of water to consumers. This is a 
move in the right direction. A city 
ought not to seek to make money out. of 
its water works, except where the con- 
sumption is for other than domestic pur- 
poses. When water is used in connec- 
tion with a business, it is right that a 
fair charge should he made for it. even if 
by so doing the revenue is made to show 
ii surplus over the cost of the supply. 
It is perfectly proper that when a. man 
wishes to get water from the city to en 
able him to carry on a business at a 
profit, he should pay for it, even if his 
next, door neighbor, who uses water only 
for his household purposes, is allowed to 
have it for nothing. But this is only an 
abstract proposition. We are a long wny 
in Victoria from free water for domestic 
purposes, and we only mention the mat- 
ter for the purpose of showing what we 
regard as judicious policy in this matter. 
The tendency of the new by-law is to- 
wards a reduction of the cost of water 
chiefly to those who consume it for dom- 
estic purposes only, and this is right. 
There is also a slight reduction in the 
charge for water used by persons having 
a meter, and this applies to most of the 
premises on which irrigation is carried on. 
as well as to stables, manufacturing es- 
tablishments and so on. The reduction is 
not much in those eases, but the change 
is in the direction of cheaper water. 

But the chief change, and it is one of 
very great importance, is the proposal to 
make all water rates payable at the City 
Hall every month, under :i penalty in 
the form of a shutting oft of tin- water 
and a fee for turning it on again. This 
will render the touring of the city by col- 
lectors needless, will reduce the losses to 
a minimum, and will insure prompt pay- 
ment. It is a change with everything to 
recommend it and not a single objection- 
able feature. Moreover, it is in keeping 
with the practice followed elsewhere. 
If the by-law passes, there will no longer 
be any necessity for sending out bills to 
consumers. Every one will know that on 
the first day of the month his water rates 
for the previous month are payable, and 
if he does not see fit to go up to the 
water office and pay them, he has only 
himself to blame if some morning he 
wakes up to find the supply turned off. 
In Seattle, where people are on the 
move constantly, the practice is to exact 
payment in advance. If a man calls at 
the water ofllce there after the tenth of 
the month to pay his rates for the cur 
rent month, he will be lucky if he find 
that his delay has not cost him a dollar 
In such a ease the collector will turn to 
his memorandum book and see whether 
or not that particular consumer's mime 
is on the list of those given out as dolill 
quenl nnil to be cut off that day. If it 
is he pays his extra dollar; if it is not he 
is just that much in. We do not know 
that this is quite fair, because in Seattle 
there is no discount for prompt payment, 
and hence one delinquent ought to stand 
on precisely the same footing as another. 
We mention it: to show how the system 
is followed in that city and not to recom- 
mend this feature of it. Taking the 
whole proposed by-law, it is a great im 
prnvment upon the present plan, and the 
citizens generally will approve of its 
adoption. 

THE VACANT JUDGESHIP. 

How much longer do the authorities at 
Ottawa propose to play with the interests 
of litigants in British Columbia? More 
than four months have passed since the 
lnte Chief Justice Davie died,' and the 
position which he filled remains vacant, 
Meanwhile the interests of the province 
are suffering. To make mat tors worse, 
Mr, Justice Drake has Been given leave 
of absence and has gone to England. 
This leaves us with three judges of the 
Supreme Court, and neither of them a 



Chief Justice. When we sny that such 
a condition of things is scandalous, we 
use moderate language. There does not 
seem to be any sort of an excuse for it. 
If there are no barristers in the govern- 
ment party, who are thought to be lit 
for a position on the bench, why cannot 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler forget that there 
are such things as party lines long 
enough to choose some one who has not 
been in political accord with him? Ollices 
generally may with propriety be given as 
rewards for political services, if the ap- 
pointee is lit for the position. No one 
expects anything else. If a lieutenant- 
governorship, or a senatorship, or any- 
thing else is vacant, except a judgeship, 
no one expects the government of the day 
to go outside of its political supporters 
to find some one to fill it. With the 
bench it is, or ought to he, different. 
It was different in Canada during the re- 
gime of Sir John Macdonald. In more 
than one instance he made judicial ap- 
pointments and promotions without re- 
gard to the political sympathies of the 
persons appointed or promoted. It is in- 
conceivable that, if the Old Chieftain 
were now at the head of affairs, the ex- 
isting scandalous state of things in this 
province would be allowed to continue. 
The Colonist, is not in a position, of 
course, to get at the inner history of the 
scandal; but there are enough facts in 
possession of tin? public to warrant the 
strongest language in condemnation of 
the course which has been pursued. It 
is well known that the intention was to 
select a Xovit Scotia political worker, 
whose legal experience was of a limited 
kind, for the Chief Justiceship, and that 
only the unanimous protest that went up 
from this province prevented the con- 
summation of the proposed outrage. It 
is known that the place was offered to 
one prominent British Columbia barris- 
ter, but that the offer was coupled with 
conditions as to residence, which he 
would not accept, and which we do not 
believe the government had any right 
to exact. The names of several gentle- 
men have been mentioned in connection 
with the ofllce, but few, if any, of them 
are of barristers, whose record in the 
province is such as would commend their 
appointment to popular approval — we say 
this without desiring to cast the slight- 
est reflection upon the persons referred 
to. How much longer is this state of 
things to continue'.' 

Northwest British Columbia can now 
shake hands with Southeast British Col- 
umbia on the mining question. Is there 
anything like it in the world'.' In the two 
extremes of the province are rich gold 
mines and they are nearly a thousand 
miles apart. Better still, between the 
two rich districts there are placers and 
quartz reel's innumerable; there is pas- 
ture land and farming land and there 
are great forests. What a province we 
havel 



The Times is good enough to remark 
that the tone of the Colonist in regard 
to the political situation is due to a 
fear that "an interest in a townsite cor- 
poration may not. turn out as profitably 
under I he new regime as if the old 
order of things had continued." The 
editor of the Colonist admits to having 
an interest in several townsite propo- 
sitions; but he begs to assure the Times 
that he bought them with his own money 
and as a speculation purely and not for 
the purpose of qualifying himself for u 
senatorial position. 

That, adjourned convention, which is to 
be held on the 20th, and at which the 
leadership of the Semlin-Martiu party 
was to be determined, is likely to prove 
interesting. It is said that. Mr. Martin 
has sixteen supporters prepared to back 
him for the leadership, and that Mr. 
Semlin does not regard the situation with 
quite as much complacency as a salary 
of $5,000 a year is calculated, under 
normal conditions, to inspire. "There's 
heaps of trouble on the old man's mind" 
just now. 

The Times represents Mr. Semlin as 
complaining of the Colonist having in- 
timated that he intended to disregard 
Vancouver Island in making up his cabi- 
net. Mr. Semlin could hardly have said 
anything of the kind, for the Colonist 
slated in so many words that Mr.Senilin's 
intention was to find a place for some 
one from Nannimo to administer. It did 
say, when speaking of what had been 
done so far, that the Island had been 
disregarded, but went immediately on 
to mention the fact just referred to. 

The great gold discoveries near Atlin 
lake scarcely caused a ripple in this city. 
It seems an odd thing to say, lint it is 
true that the people have become sur- 
feited with gold stories, and if word 
should come that whole quarries of the 
yellow metal had been discovered up 
North, people would hardly give it a 
second thought.

HIS HONOR'S NEW ADVISERS. 

(Itossliiud Miner.) 

There is not much cause for surprise 
in the announcement that Hon. Kooert 
Leaven has abandoned the task of form- 
ing a government. Alter his public 
statement on Thursday last: it was al- 
most a foregone conclusion that he could 
not obtain the necessary support. 

While lion. Mr. Leaven has failed to 
accomplish that which he started out to 
perform, he has, nevertheless, done 
scmething to clear the political atmos- 
phere and reveal the true status of the 
several political factions. The interview 
with Mr. Beaven, published in Friday's 
issue, shows that perfect harmony does 
not prevail within the ranks of the oppo- 
sition. He declares that of the 1!) mem- 
bers who are outspoken opponents of the 
Turner administration, nine acknowl- 
edge Joseph Martin as their leader, 
eight are attached to C. A. Semlin, anil 
two have not defined their aleginuce to 
either Mr. Martin .Mr. Semlin, but are 
ciedited with a preference for the latter. 
.Mr. Leaven also assures us that Joseph 
.Martin does not deny the report that he 
will resign his scat if Mr. Semlin is 
chosen as leader of the opposition. It, 
therefore, would seem that the two most 
prominent oppositionists cannot act to- 
gether in harmony, it .Mr. Semlin refuses 
lo give way to the aspirations of the 
Vancouver politician. This morning's 
despatches show that Mr. Semlin has ac- 
cepted the invitation of the Lieutenant- 
Governor to form a government. This 
indicates that Mr. Semlin is inclined to 
disregard Mr. Martin's threat to re- 
sign his seal. 

At no time since the crisis arose have 
there been such good reasons to expect a 
coalition as at present. As Mr. Semlin 
has accepted the commisiou to head an 
administration he may be expected to 
conscientiously exert, himself in the mat- 
ter. The main question in this connec- 
tion is: Will he confine himself to se- 
lecting ministers solely from the oppo- 
sition ranks or seek to add to his op- 
position following by a coalition with the 
Turner party? If he follows the former 
course, but fails to patch up a truce with 
Joseph Martin, he has everything to lose 
and nothing to gain from the election 
that must immediately follow. On. the 
other hand, if by a coalition lie can 
swing to his support the lt> Turnerites 
he can safely count on a good working 
majority in the legislature and at once 
terminate the crisis. 

It. remains to be seen whether Mr. 
Semlin thinks more of his party than 
his country: whether he is more of a 
politician than a statesman; whether lie 
would rather administer the affairs of 
British Columbia witli the co-operation 
id' ,1. 11. Turner or Joseph Martin. 



tin or .Semlin, but he can give no valid 
reason for dismissing a member with 
eighteen followers and calling to his 
place a defeated candidate with no fol- 
lowing whatever.

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A lire involving loss of $18,000 or $20,- 
00(1, and the most prolific in sensational 
features of any that Victoria has known 
in recent yours, yesterday afternoon de- 
stroyed the laboratory and storehouse 
of the Victoria Chemical Co., situated at 
the outer wharf and immediately adjoin- 
ing the mills of the Brackman & Ker 
tin. How it originated no one knows. 
It gathered strength with amazing rap- 
idity however, and before the firemen 
could master the situation the Humes had 
reached a stack of 750 tons or nitre, 
which quickly liquefied and ran into the 
harbor in halt' a dozen lava-like rivulets, 
the molten muss exploding as the wa- 
ter was touched and the succession of 
reports producing all the effects of a 
hot bombardment, 

J no crackling of the nitre Hood in con- 
tact with the water gave the steady rat- 
tle of musketry; the explosion at inter- 
vals or drums and carboys of muriatic 
and other acids furnished the heavy ar- 
tillery. And over and' above all rolled 
the dense smoke— not of battle but of 
burning bngs of sulphur and other mal- 
odorous materials, lloutblg across the 
harbor in a suffocating cloud, to choke 
the residents of the western suburb and 
play havoc with their vegetable and 
Hour gardens. 

So realistic indeed was the cannonad- 
ing that many without stopping to con- 
sider the impossibility of the proposi- 
tion went rushing down the streets, re- 
plying to unasked questions with the 
alarming declaration— "It's Russian war- 
ships bombarding IOsquimult." 

They believed it for the moment, too, 
although one and all are very ready now 
to say "we knew what the matter was 
Of course, but we hud to have our joke." 

There are others, military men, who 
with the cannonading in their ears, 
jumped to the conclusion that fire in 
some inexplicable manner had penetrated 
the magazine, either at Mueaulay Point 
or Esquiinnlt, threatening the demolition 
of British Columbia's capital. 

The most inflammatory of the many 
conjectures volunteered in the moment 
of sudden panic was, however, that 
American and Spanish warships were 
battling to the bitter end in the Straits", 
the fact that hostilities have been otll- 
cially suspended being or course passed 
without it thought in the excitement or 
the occasion. And as it' to confirm the 
truth of these hitter guesses, the little 
United States lighthouse cutter Man- 
znnitn steamed through the dying yel- 
low smoke and dropped her anchor in 
.Iiunes Bay — for all the world as though 
she had fled from a superior foe, and in 
the British port found safety. 

The hysterical lull; who refused to 
reason out their alarms were not the on- 
ly citizens who were terrified by the 
lire. There wns a weirdness about the 
situation, added to tin- general mystery 
of unknown chemicals and their effects 
in combination, that was legitimate ex- 
cuse for much uneasiness. 

The crowd that, gathered at the first 
alarm of tin', and pressed about Hie 
burning buildings with idle curiosity, had 
forgotten all about the nature of their 
contents until the nitre stream emptied 
itself into tln> sen water. Then the ex- 
plosions, with concussion that shook the 
solid earth and rattled every window in 
the neighborhood caused a stampede 
from the scene — men and women and 
children, on fool, on bicycles, on cars 
nnd with horses, rushing with unanimous 
impulse anywhere away from the danger 
spot. 

The brigade under Chief Deasy on the 
contrary held their ground like brave 
men. They had no more knowledge of 
the dangers surrounding them, but they 
did know when? duty lay. Their first 
efforts were sadly hampered by the in- 
sufficient length of the hose from the 
dames Hay station, nnd by the time the 
apparatus could make the long run from 
the central engine houses, the 
hope had vanished of saving the series of 
storehouses in which the blaze had its 
origin. 

Attention was then concentrated upon 
the task of keeping the lire to these 
structures, protecting the wharf with its 
drums and carboys of explosive acids, 
and preventing communication with the 
main works of the company. 

Between lay the sulphur stock in piled 
sacks which as soon as the lire ate its 
way to them filled the air with smoke— 
now lemon, now orange and now crim- 
son in its color. Fortunately the wind 
was from the southwest; had it. been 
from an unfavorable quarter, the wharf 
the works proper, and the valuable mill- 
ing property of tin- Brackman & Ker 
Company would unquestionably have 
been doomed, for the fumes of the burn- 
ing chemicals would have made death or 
retreat the only alternatives. 

The wind was not unfriendly to the 
firemen, however, and hence they were 
able to save the great shell-like, top- 
heavy frame structure known as the 
"works," and worth with the big lead 
retorts and other plant from $40,000 to 
$50,000. The little house from which 
wharfinger Turn Sparks had moved his 
fi.mily and their belongings in. haste, 
also escaped unseorched; while the work- 
men of the Brackman & Ker employ 
who— armed with buckets and patent ex- 
tinguishers—waited for a spark to show 
itseir and be destroyed, waited in vain. 
The mills were of course closed down, 
while nil preparations were made for 
their protection, as well its the wharves 
and the Bornstelll drying sheds. 

While the wind worked with the fire- 
men, the character of the burning mass 
in the storerooms made the subjugation 
of the lire a difficult task. Nitre does 
not Dame on the contact of fire. It melts 
and runs in streams. While in the 
melton state water bus no effect upon it, 
the only compound to which it will yield 
being a dilution of itself. This was not 
available, so the nitre— $17,000 worth at 
a conservative estimate — was allowed to 
run into the harbor, nnd put the sea 
water in a boil. 
From the safe vantage ground of 



wharves and rocks fully five thousand 
people viewed the fascinating progress 
of the lire, only yielding to the natural 
impulse to get away; and that, when 
the third shed tumbled into the water, 
and u red hot drum of acid went hurt- 
ling a hundred feet into the harbor, ex- 
ploding in dangerous proximity to one of 
Col. Peter's boats. 

The chemical works have latterly been 
doing an. immense business, working 
night and day at full capacity to keep 
up with orders, and returning good inter- 
est upon the investment of the Vic- 
torians forming the company. Yester- 
day's loss is almost entirely in the de- 
struction of the nitre— about Jj-'IT.UOO or 
$18,000 worth, insured in the Royal and 
the London and Lancashire, both locally 
represented by Robt. Ward & Co., Ltd. 
The buildings ami other contents destroy- 
ed represent possibly $2,000 more, upon 
which there is no insurance. 

If the nitre can be had in the province, 
which is anticipated, the works will be in 
operation again before the close of the 
present week. 

THE END OF CLAUS. 

Likely That He Had Strychnine Con- 
cealed Since He Wns Con- 
demned to Die. 

Yesterday Supt. Husscy of the pro- 
vincial police returned from Niiuuhno, 
where lie hud been in connection with the 
inquest into the death of Clnus, the 
Stikine murderer, who in spite of the 
trouble the authorities have had since 
bis long chase and capture by provincial 
constable McLean, has succeeded at the 
last moment in cheating the gallows. 
From the evidence tit the inquest it was 
shown that Mrs. Clans has not been 
allowed within arms' reach of her hus- 
band since he was taken to jail after 
the sentence was passed, the only per- 
sons wlio were allowed near him being 
his legal and spiritual advisers and the 
only explanation of the murderer having 
the poison about him was that he had a 
little strychnine hidden about him ever 
since the trial. So small a package would 
it make that he might have had it hid- 
den in his hair or on his person where 
it would escape the notice of a guard 
searching him. From all that can be 
learned, it was when he asked for a 
drink at, four o'clock in the morning that 
Clans tool; the poison, for when the 
guard banded him the glass he merely 
took a sip of water ami then lay down 
again on his lied. Half an hour Inter 
the prisoner was taken so sick that the 
guard called in assistance and a doctor 
was sent for, who. noticing a little scrap 
of newspaper, with strychnine grains 
still adhering to it, treated Clans for 
Strychnine poisoning. The wretched 
niiiii was so far gone that he was kept 
under chloroform to relax the muscles 
us fur as possible to relieve the frightful 
contractions which the poison brought 
about. 

Mrs. Clans, after her husband was 
taken to the jail was only allowed to 
converse with him ut a distance as has | 
been already stated, and with a barred 
door between. She was allowed to give 
him nothing. As it is well known that 
many miners in the North carry a little 
strychnine with them to preserve their 
caches from the inroads of wild ani- 
mals, it is reasonable to suppose that 
Chilis might have had some for that 
purpose, and after the murder he had 
secreted a minute portion for self-de- 
struction in case of capture. 

COMMISSIONER OGILVIB, 

Confident as Ever That Klondike Is But 
at the Threshold of Its Fame. 

Vancouver. Aug. 1C— (Special)— Mr. 
Wm. Ogiivie, the new administrator of 
the Yukon, says: "In the Yukon conn- 
try 1 will do my duty to Canada us I 
did before." lie bad no temptation to 
make anything for himself. The excite- 
ment has passed over him like water 
over u duck's back, lie would do jus- 
tice to all men irrespective of what, coun- 
try they came from. An immense ex- 
tent or country could be made to pay in 
gold when labor was cheaper. Thawing 
could be done by electricity. The gold 
of Klondike, he thought, hud not been 
exaggerated, and he expects that the 
best deposits constituting the mother 
bale will yet bo found. In the next 10 
years Klondike may prove the greatest 
gold area in the world. All timber, 
however, must he husbanded and fore- 
igners should no longer be permitted to 
out it on British soil and Hout it down 
the river. "What we have we'll hold," 
should be the timber policy.

OFFICIAL ENQUIRY. 

Verdict of tlie Coroner's Jury Touching 
the Death of Herbert Ticdeinaa. 

The coroner's jury sitting in the in- 
quest over the remains of Herbert Tiede- 
limil, of this city, E. II. Durkce and Mrs. 
Anna Pauliii, the victims of the Hotel 
Perwyn lire in Chicago censured the 
proprietors, lessees and occupants of tlie 
building for their failure .to provide ade- 
quate means of escape in case of lire, 
and recommended that the mutter he re- 
ferred lo tlie grand jury for further in- 
vestigation. 

In the case of E. II. Durkee, who occu- 
pied room TU and whose body was burned 
tcyond recognition, the jury agreed thai 
had I lie door of room 71, directly oppo- 
site Durkec's room, and leading to the 
lire escape, been left unlocked the de- 
ceased would not have come to his dentil 
in the manner and form aforesaid, 

The language of the verdict in the 
cases of Herbert Tiedeman and Mrs. 
Anna Pauliii, the former of whom met 
death by jumping from a front window 
on the tilth floor, while the woman was 
burned to death in a room on the same 
lloor, is as follows: 

Had there been a lire escape on the 
front, of the building deceased would not 
have met death. We, tlie jury, therefore 
censure tlie owner, lessee or occupant, 
and recommend that, the whole subject 
mailer be referred to the grand jury for 
further investigation. 

If the recommendations of the coron 
er's jury are acted upon, the person or 
persons found responsible for the fatnli 
lies are open lo the charge of man- 
slaughter. 

During the progress of Ihe inquest tlie 
deputy inspector of lire escapes, referred 
to the lite as an unusual and accidental 
one. 

"Accident," shouted tlie deputy cor- 
oner at the top of his voice. "I suppose 
il was an accident, then, tlllll these peo- 
ple who an w dead as a result of ne- 
glect to provide lor their safety neeord- 
iug to law went lo bed that night. 1 
suppose it was an accident that, lliey 
went to sleep, lirm in tlie belief there 
were lire inspectors anil lire escape laws 
which were enforced so as to insure 
them from being burned like rats in a 
trap. It was an accident that when they 
rushed frantically into the halls in 
search of an avenue of eseapo thoy were 
driven bad; by roaring volumes of llame. 
Il was an accident, also, that they did 
not. know the day before that there 
Would 1"' II lire in the- llerwyn hotel. 
Voting ma n, how long did you drive a 
team '!" 

"I never drove a team," was the reply. 

"Well." said the deputy, as he cooled 
down and eyed the abashed ollieinl, "you 
ought to be driving one instead of serv- 
ing tlie city of Chicago in the capacity of 
tin escape inspector." 

Itnyspis said he had not inspected the 
Bcrwyn hotel until after its destruction, 
lie laid stress on the fact that there 
were only thirty persons in the building 
al tlie time of the blaze, in which ease 
he considered one lire escape sufficient, 
lie acknowledged, however, that in his 
opinion the presence of a ladder on the 
front of the building would have saved 
Ihe lives of Mrs. Pauliii and Herbert 
Tied cum n.

THE LIEUTENANT-GO VEltNOB. 

To the Editor : The Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor writes: "I have deeply felt the 
need of advisers in whom 1 could place 
full confidence und whose recommenda- 
tions 1 could unhesitatingly approve." 

'To attain this end he first calls in Mr. 
Heaven, a gentleman v» no hud been re- 
jected by the electors and who, hini- 
f>elf) states that he hud no following in 
the Assembly; then when failure fol- 
lows this effort, the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor culls in one of the leaders of a party 
■who, judging by the election returns, lie 
could not presume to think would have 
ii working majority in the legislature. 

It is quite possible that the Lieutcuaut- 
Governor did not feel aide to give full 
Confidence to a government which, it is 
rumored, refused to take into the cabinet 
a near relative iinil he may not be pre- 
pared to unhesitatingly approve the sid- 
\ ice id' men opposed to him in Dominion 
polities hut lieutenant-governors are not 
ghen the wide prerogatives of the Crown 
in oilier that these nitty be. used for per- 
somil or party ends. 

It is a hundred years since George III. 
conceived the idea that he would choose 
advisers to suit his own fancy but the 
people of England maintained the right 
to choose their own government and that 
a government once in power should only 
be dismissed by constitutional means. 
No sovereign in England dure do what 
has been done in British Columbia and 
if British Columbia submits lo it she is 
not worthy of the liberties guaranteed by 
our form of government. If lieutenant- 
governors make an Improper use of the 
powers of tlie Crown, let its petition the 
Crown itself thai tliese powers be taken 
away from men uulittcd for their po- 
sition- 

Mr. Heaven slates that the Attorney- 
General gave advice of which neither lie 
nor the Lieutenant-Governor approved, 
but. lie does not stale that this advice 
was contrary to the law nor does lie say 
that it was made on the advice of the | 
cabinet or of the Premier, Such a rea- 
son is no reason for the summary dis- 
missal of a government which had not 
proved itself to he without u majority of 
Uie assembly behind it. 

Mr. Boavon states that tlie differences 
between the Governor and the govern- 
ment were "cumulative" — it would not 
be difficult for tin' governor to accumu- 
late differences with a government which 
lie had determined to elbow out of ollice. 
If he had not wished to favor his friends 
whose opinion he approves before they 
lire known, I he governor would have 
wailed until the assembly met— now lie 
has got his friends in office and even if 
they have not a majority of the assem- 
bly, lie probably thinks he can give them 
another chance by granting a dissolution 
ut their request. I am by no means a 
supporter of the late government and 1 
voted Liberal in Dominion polities, but 
1 should ln> sorry to attempt to justify 
a wrong, when a great wrong has been 
done, no matter by what party man, and 
I am much mistaken if British Columbia 
is willing that lieutenant-governors, the 
appointees of the Dominion government 
of the day and in sympathy with it, tire 
to have such power over the destinies of 
the province. 

There was nothing in the late elections 
to arouse enthusiasm, it was a men.' 
question of ins ami outs, but now we 
have something worth a tight. We must 
light for provincial rights and we must 
demand, once for nil, that lieutenant- 
governors shall not make unworthy use 
of the theoretically unlimited preroga- 
tives of the Crown. 

The present ministers have accepted 
responsibility for the action of tlie Gov- 
ernor nnd their re-election should be 
fought tooth and nail, not to support, 
the late government, but. to condemn a 
cabal, and I. do not believe Hint the men 
of British Columbia will be found to 
put their party before their country.

Resoled, That it in desirable and nec- 
estary that an all-Canadian railway 
route' from the Pacific coast to the Yu- 
kon district should be opened up without 
delay, in order to secure to the Domin- 
ion as much of the trade of that district 
as possible.

SILVER KINO MINE. 

A "Well Developed Property—Throe 
Months Will Enable th L . JliiH; 
to Resume Shipping. 

Nelson, B.C., Aug. 8.— It is a Hiifo 
statement to make that comparatively 
few people in Kootenay, not excepting 
mining men even, realize thy amount of 
development work done and the Immense 
ore bodies that are available in the Silver 
King mine. Living almost in sight oC 
this world-fashioned silver and copper 
producer, but few of Nelson's or Koote 
nay's residents have taken the trouble 
to see for themselves what there really 
is to the property. These same people, 
however, always seem to get hold of the 
false rumors that are occasionally spread 
around about large and valuable Proper- 
ties having "played out,*' etc. There- 
fore when the correspondent of the 
Spokesman-Review had an opportunity 
to be shown through the mine by Super- 
intendent Davys, he was triad to avail 
himself of it, and note just ho"' things 
stand at this Toad mountain bonanza. 

A ride of nine long miles up the moun 
tain side over an excellent wagou road, 
on the hurricane deck of a eayiiHO, 
brought the party to the property, which 
has a most silghtly location at an ele- 
vation of about O.OUO feet. Here there is 
a little village in itself, with boarding 
houses, ore houses, machine shop, black- 
tmiith shop, assay otUce, general office, 
stables and superintendent's, engineers, 
and several other comfortable residences.

LB ltOI LITIGATION. 

.Minority vs. Majority and the It. A. (.'.— 
Several Accusations of Conspiracy, 
Fraud and Bribery. 

Colonel W. W. D. Turner and Senator 
George Turner have sued the leaders of the 
Peyton faction of the Le Kol company and 
tlie officials of the British America Corpora- 
tion, as well as that concern Itself, for 
$780,000 for damages alleged to have been 
caused by the defendant, which depreciated 
the value of their stock to that extent. 
The complaint was filed on August Uth, as 
already reported, and Is sensational, al- 
though largely a recital of a much-told 
tale. 

The trouble started on August Oth, says 
the Spokane Spokesiaan-ltevlew, will) the 
Issuing of another Injunction. Injunctions 
have been numerous since the Le Kol war 
begun. This Is fully as sensational as the 
others. The complaint sets forth nil the 
facts concerning the Le Hot rtenl, from Its 
earliest inception, and tells of the wild 
(light of tlie trustees across the state to 
British Columbia, to evade service of court. 
Conspiracy and fraud are charged against 
tlie Le Uol stockholders who want to sell 
their holdings to the British America Cor- 
pnratliin, and the big corporation and its 
officers are also charged with fraud and all 
milliner of meanness in endeavoring to ob- 
tain ltrol nf the mine. The chief argu- 
ment In the case, however. Is that it Is un- 
lawful ami contrary to public policy for n 
foreign corporation to buy a majority or 
the control of the stock of a domestic cor- 
poration. On tills tlie prayer of the plain- 
tiffs Is based, and in accordance therewith 
the order restrains the stockholders from 
selling their stock to the Ilrltlsli America 
corporation, restrains the ilrltlsli America 
corporation from attempting to obtain pos- 
session of the same, and restrains tlie Le 
Bol eoinpnny from transferring the stock to 
the British America corporation. .lav 1*. 
Graves and A. W. Slegal tire safeties on 
tlie plaintiffs' bond of $10,00(1. 

The suit tiled for $780,000 damages al- 
leges conspiracy on the part of defendants 
1. X. Peyton, Valentine Peyton, I». W. Hen- 
ley, YV. J. C. Wakefield, C. H. Mackintosh, 
Edwin Durant, Whltaker Wright and the 
Ilrltlsli America corporation to depredate 
the value of the Le Itol stock. 

Th imphilnt recites again that old. old 

story of the formation of the ironclad pool, 
and then relates well-known facts concern- 
ing the relation of the defendants to the 
Le Uol company and the British America 
corporation. 

The complaint then asserts that on Feb- 
ruary I. 1808, the defendants, with divers 
other cvll-dlsposed persons, whose names 
are to plaintiffs unknown, combined, con- 
spired and confederated nnd agreed to- 
gether to client anil defraud the be Hoi 
Mining and Smelting company, and the 
stockholders of said company, by causing 
to be sold to tlie Ilrltlsli America corpora- 
tion, for n grossly Inadequate price, brand 
through the exercise of the power and In- 
fluence and the votes of such of said con- 
spirators as were stockholders and trustees 
of the Le Itol company, all tlie property of 
the Le Itol company. 

Then the defendants are accused ... 
conducting nnd administering the affairs of 
the company, and of spreading such false 
and Injurious reports about the company as 
to greatly depreciate tlie value of the stock 
of the eoinpnny. so that the Iirltlsli Amer- 
ica corporation might be able to purchase 
ipiantltles of tlie stock a ta grossly Inade- 
quate price. 

It is next alleged that I. X. Peyton there- 
after entered into n correspondence and 
negotiation with the defendants Whltaker 
Wright and C. II. Mackintosh and other 
agents of the Ilrltlsli America corporation, 
concerning the sale of the properties of the 
Le Itol Mining and Smelting company to 
the latter, wholly unknown to (lie other 
members of the Le Rol Mining and Smelt- 
ing company not in the conspiracy, nnd 
with the consent, procurement and conniv 
ance of the other defendants proceeded to 
London, England, nnd there fraudulently 
negotiated with the defendant Whltaker 
Wright a contract of sale of all the proper- 
ties of the said Le Rol Minim; and Smelting 
company to the British America corporation 
for $3,000,000, when In truth nnd In fact 
the said properties were worth $5,000,000. 
all of which was well known to the defend- 
ants. And by virtue of the power of such 
of them ns were members of the hoard of 
trustees of the Le Itol Mining and Smelting 
company, and by their votes, and by false 
ind misleading declarations and representa- 
tions, nnd by maladministration of the 
business of the company, brought about by 
(heir procurement, the defendants caused 
and procured tlie contract to he rut I lied by 
the board of trustees." 

The defendants are accused of attempt- 
ing, by fraudulent means, to secure the 
ratification of the sale at n Itossland meet- 
ing. They are accused of slandering and 
depreciating the properties, orally nnd In 
writing, and in the public prints, •• with 
the purpose of fraudulently deceiving and 
Influencing the stockholders to ratify the 
attempted sale." 
Mismanagement Is also charged. 
The defendants are furl her charge*" with 
causing and procuring members of the 
board of trustees " not In the conspiracy," 
to be corruptly approached and corruptly 
solicited, for a consideration, to betray to 
'their associates In snhl company, and to 
assist in carrying out the contract. 

Then the famous midnight ride across the 
state, with an officer of the law clinging to 
the steps of the train, vainly waiting for 
a chance to serve a summons on the men 
Inside, is portrayed In vivid language. 
"The defendants did Hoe," says the com- 
plaint, " III the night time, on the Lord's 
day, by means of a. special engine BUd a 
special train on the Spokane & Northern 
railroad, and did cause tlie doors on the 
cur of the special train to be locked, so 
that an officer of the law on the platform 
was nimble to enter the car. and was car- 
ried on the platform to the international 
boundary line." 

Colonel Turner Is snld to have boon tlie 
Special object of the attacks of the defend- 
ants, and tbey are accused of having cor- 
ruptly approached liim and offered him In- 
ducements to betray Ills trust and "lice 
with them to British Columbia." It is 
even asserted that, the defendants antici- 
pated that they would win over the Colonel, 
and they therefore caused a "false, forged 
and counterfeit seal to be made," and 
caused the necessary books, papers and 
document to be abstracted from the office 
of the company In Spokane ami to be trans- 
ferred to British Columbia In the night time 
by another special train. It Is set fortli 
that all this was done with the utmost pub- 
licity, and that the price of stock suffered 
thereby. 

It Is alleged that the defendant stock- 
holders sold their stock, constituting n 
majority of all the stock of the company, 
to the British America corporation, and 
continued to exercise the duties of trustees 
and officers, In spite of (lie fart that they 
had sold their stock. It Is said that they 
did, In conjunction with other defendants, 
cause reports to be Bp read abroad through- 
out the Culled States and British Columbia, 
through the newspapers, by word of mouth 
and in divers other ways, that the manage- 
ment of the mine and property of the Le 
Kol Mining and Smelting company by the 
said British America corporation would be 
dishonest and unscrupulous nnd contrary to 
the Interests of the minority stockholders 
of the said company, and that the minor- 
ity would be permitted to derive no profit 
from their stock by reason of the dishonest 
and unscrupulous inanngeiiieiit of said 
mines nnd properties and of the affairs of 
the company, and that because of such un- 
scrupnlims and dishonest management, the 
stock of the said minority would become of 
but little value in their hands. 

A further conspiracy is alleged nn the 
part of the trustees who sold their stock 
in that they attempted to limit tlie output 
to 100 tons per day, when It Is asserted 
they well knew, the amount of ore to be 
smelted at a loss at tlie company's smelter, 
besides making It. Impossible to pay the 
debt of the company, which lias grown to 
$180,000, and which, It Is asserted, might 
have been paid In three months If the out- 
put, could have been kept up to 'JfiO tons 
per day. 

The recent appointment of a receiver In 
Ilossland is further set. forth as having re- 
sulted In depreciating the value of the 
stock, and the defendants are charged with 
desiring to Involve the mine 'In costly and 
fruitless litigations, Hint It might be sold 
for debt. 

It Is finally alleged that before nil these 
things had happened, the Stock was selling 
at $!) per share In the markets of the 
United Stales, British Columbia and Eng- 
land, but through the machinations of the 
defendnilts'lt'lsnowwotth only $8, and -'Is 
likely to decline still 'further. The dam- 
ages are therefore alleged' to' be nt the rate 
of ?t per share onT0!7,000 shares, aggregat- 
ing '$780,000. J

Marshall states they, have found the 
ground on Kobinson i" showing up well 
and that the party linv e a ditch about 
a mile in length completed, :i<«J feet of 
Hunting built of lumber whipsawed by 
the party and that they were shovelling 
in at the time Mr. Maishall left. They 
expect to wash-up about, the 18th of 
August, and then the most of the party 
will come out for the season, leaving 
about four men mi theg round. The 
eoinpnny has also located pine claims on 
Canyon creek, which empties into Na- 
tion river 3Li miles llbove the mouth of 
Kobinson crock, lteportu are not ob- 
tainable us to the results of the differ- 
ent pnrties that have SOfte into the Kind- 
ley river country, but good reports are 
hoped for from that section. The Los 
Angeles party, consisting „f 23 men, that 
went in together last spring have divid- 
ed up into small parties und several of 
them have come out. Undoubtedly with 
theb uilding of roads throughout the 
northern country good mining ground 
will be opened up. The crying needs of 
the country are roads from Quesnelle 
north, a wagon road immediately, and 
to be followed by a railroad in the near 
future.— Ashcroft Mining .Journal. 

WILLOW KIVER, CAKI110O. 

Mr. and Mrs. F. C. Laird have passed 
through Ashcroft from Eastern Canada, 
where they have been spending some 
months, and gone n to Bnrkerville. Mr. 
Laird informed the Ashcroft Mining 
Journal that he had a largo quantity of 
freight, about 00,000 Pounds, soon to be 
in for shipment to his Uiines on Willow 
river. Among the rest f the machin- 
ery is u new nuinn {hat, when in opera- 
tion, will raise U,000 gallons of water 
per minute 100 feet, or more. With his 
new machinery in place rapid work will 
be done in the long 000 foot drift that 
now extends out under tlie bed of the 
Willow river from the bottom of tin' 
shaft sunk in bedrock Hour the bank of 
the stream. Mr. Laird has broken 
through the rim of the old channel in 
three distinct places ami while not 
enough work has been done to show as 
yet to a certainty the absolute value of 
the gravel, he now knows that there is 
not less than ten feet f the old blue 
gold-bearing gravel above bedrock and 
lying under the stratue of clay above. He 
has tried enough of the gravel to know 
that it is rich in gold. He has no hesi- 
tation in saying that ho win be able to 
handle the water without further diffi- 
culty, and in the near future the Wil- 
low river mines yfltt become regular 
producers. Mr. Laird has labored long 
and faithfully to bring about this re- 
sult, and while he knew comparatively 
nothing of deep mining' When he lirst vis- 
ited Cariboo four years ago he is now 
among those best posted in that class 
of mining. Those who contemplate 
working the deep mines f Cariboo can 
learn much from the experience of Mr. 
Laird. During the entire time that Mr. 
Laird has been on Willow river, Mrs.

A flume built of heavy plank- 
ing connects the dam with the power 
bouse, where the water drives the tur- 
bine wheel. The wheel is guaranteed to 
give some three hundred and twelve 
horse power, but only a sum 11 fraction 
of that is required to drive the Works 
Two large air compressors arc driven 
by the wheel, the compressed air, at 
eighty pounds pressure at. present, is 
sent, through a live-inch pipe to the mill, 
while one branch runs up the hill to 
furnish power to tlie Burleigh drills in 
tlie tunnels. Under the new economical 
system both in the running power of the 
mill and by the use of the air drills in 
the tunnels, it will be possible to stump 
out ore at u very small cost per ton. 

Some tine specimens were brought m 
from the Brown Bear group of claims 
on tin; right bank of Cnyoosh last week.

' for every Importation nf Canadian goods 
entry papers have to be made In triplicate 
fnr which we charge $2.50. For bonding 
onr fee Is one per cent, nf the Invoice prle« 
on everything except liipinrs. Owing ti 
the fact that Alaska is a prohibition terrl 
turv. and there being great Inducement nol 
to 'take liquor through, we charge l l pel 
cent, of tlie Invoice value fnr bonding.

TUB QUEBEC CONFERENCE. 

To the Editori»-The patriotic appeals 
of your paper for the best, interest of 
Canada and the British Empire are 
constnnl source of gratification to all 
true British subjects. I trust yon will 
pardon me for calling your attention to 
many foolish concessions made to the 
United States for you are in a [Kisition to 
give the Canadian commissioners an em- 
phatic warning not to give, with lavish 
hand, any more Canadian territory to the 
"Great Republic." A policy of foolish 
and ruinous concession has marked the 
history of Canada ever since the war 
of 1S12, when the whole of Michigan, 
captured by British and Canadian troops, 
was restored to the United States. Unit 
ed States seized, and now holds, tin 
island of San Juan. Lord Ashburton 
yielded the best timbered and most fer 
tile part of New Brunswick to the Am- 
ericans (now Aroostock Co., Me.) They 
received the right of "the perpetual nav- 
igation of the St. Lawrence'' in return 
for the privilege of paddling up the Yu- 
kon, etc. The Americans in tlie matter 
of mining possess the same rights as 
British subjects and annually carry away 
millions of gold dust from Canada and 
exclude Canadians. The greater profits 
of the Ontario lumber industry and 
nickel mining is theirs. They are deplet- 
ing the inland fisheries and excluding 
Canadians from seal fisheries of the 
Pacific. They have a monopoly of the 
maritime coal mines. Xo concession 
too humiliating for a Provincial or Uo- 
mitiion Liberal government, however 
disastrous to the welfare of Canadians. 
Binder twine, wire nail and shirt fac- 
tories have been crushed to aid the 
United States. What can bo expected 
of Tno. Charlton, who has already 
stamped himself as a traitor in the opin- 
ion of every honest Canadian. Laurier 
has broken his election pledges to favor 
the Americans, Davie's efforts have been 
to foster United States' interests. The 
only hope of Canadians is in Sir 1. Win- 
ters and Baroa Ilerschell, and perhaps 
Cartwright.
